Bloody Affray in the Street at 
Columbus, O.

Two men 
were killed and several wounded in a 
fusillade of pistol shots. 
The terrible af 
fair was the outgrowth of a newspaper 
feud which has been raging for several 
weeks between the publ shers of 
The 
Sunday World and 
Sun lay C ipitol of 
tnis city. 
Col. W. J. E liott, editor of 
The Capitol, shot and instantly killed A l­ 
bert Osborne, city editor of The World. 
W. L. Hughes, an old gentleman who 
was standing near by, was shot 
and 
killed witu a str (f bullet from Elliott’s 
pistol. 
The tragedy, as before stated, was 
the result of a newspaper war. 
Two 
weeks 
ago The 
World made charges 
against Elliott's family, insinuating tha t 
a female relative was unchaste. 
T h e A r tille r y O p en s Fire. 
Elliott retaliated on the following Sun­ 
day with a four-column article charging 
F. W. Levering, editor of The World,witu 
being the joint proprietor of an a ssig na ­ 
tion bouse, being associated with a woman 
named Lou Burton in the disreputable en­ 
terprise. 
Levering is an assistant state 
oil inspector and prominent in politics. 
The charges, therefore, created a profound 
sensation. 
The charges against Levering 
also i 
plicated Claude Meeker, Governor 
Campbell’s private secretary. 
Levering 
and his city editor, Mr. Osborne, retali­ 
ated Sunday with a sensational article, 
charging Elliott with nearly all the crimes 
in the calendar. 
Elliott, with his brother 
Patrick, and Osborne met yesterday after­ 
noon in High street, near the American 
hotel. 
Patrick Elliott opened fire upon 
Osborne, and Osborne returned the fire. 
T h r e e in u R o w , A ll S h o o tin g . 
A running battle ensued, in which W. 
J. Elliott joined. 
Patrick Elliott started 
to run, followed by Osborne, Osborne be­ 
ing followed by W. J. Elliott, all three 
men emptying their revolvers as rapidly 
as possible. 
One of the shots from W. J. 
Elliott’s gun grazed Osborne’s arm, and 
he turned an s fired at the former. 
The 
shot missed its mark, and Osborne fled 
into Malcolm McDonald’s hat store. 
As 
he did so, he turned and fired at W. «J. 
Elliott. 
The latter fired his weapon a l­ 
most simultaneously, and the shot took 
effect in Osborne's chin. 
It went clear 
through his mouth, upward and back­ 
ward through the brain, and came out at 
the base of the skull. Elliott had followed 
Osborne into the store, and as he fired the 
last shot, grappled with him. 
In the 
scufH • which followed both their guns 
were Uncharged, and Osborne iell to the 
floor dead. 
i n In n o c e n t R> sta n d e e K illed . 
Elliott retreated out the front door and 
disappeared in the crowd with the re 
volver in his hand. 
W. L. Hughes, a 
highly respected citizen, was standing on 
the pavement watching the formation of 
the W ashington’s birthday parade. 
He 
was struck during the running battle. 
The ball entered his head immediately 
over the left eye, and he dropped upon the 
pavement, expiring instantly. 
Patrick 
Elliott was siiot in tlie back and arm, and 
bus a frightful wound on top of the head. 
The physicians are as yet. unable to dot» r- 
mine how serious his wounds are. 
Two 
other men are known to have received 
bullet woun is, one iu the arm, the other 
in the leg. 
W. ,J. Elliott was at one time 
state supervisor of printing, and iias taken 
an active part m politics. 
He is a per­ 
sonal friend of Charles Stewart 
Parnell, 
Both ttie Elliotts are locked up at the sta­ 
tion house.

()n theother handGus and sdiehau Johns, 
who saw the fight from the b eginning, 
say that. Osb orne was standing iu front of 
Schrader’s taikingto Frank Clarke, an a t­ 
torney, w hen the Elliotts appeared walking 
south on High street. The two men walked 
up close to w here Osb orne was standing, 
and one of them remarked: "Give it to 
tliy v,— ot a b — 
whereupon one of thorn 
fired at Osb orn, who started to b ack to­ 
ward the north. 
He pulled a pistol and 
b egan firing at the Elliotts, who were ft 1- 
lowing him with revolvers iu hand, shoot 
ing at him. The Elliotts say that Osb orne 
kill' d Hughes, while eyewitnesses claim 
that W. J. Elliott was the man. Osb orne’s 
pistol has not b een found; those of the El­ 
liott*» the police have, and b oth are nearly 
empty of loads. Pub lic opinion is against 
the Elliott s.
